Speaker Reed Tells What the Repub­ 


licans Rave Accomplished. 


SUDDEN DEATH OF JUDGE NOTES. 


Sanol and P alo Alto F ail 
Attem pt to R educe Their

SPEA K ER REED . 


H e E xpresses H is Views on th e W ork of 
th e P re se n t Congress. 
P ortland 
(M e), 
September 
4th. — 
Speaker Reed arrived here this afternoon. 
H e received an ovation at the several points 
along the road where the train stopped to­ 
day. To-night he was welcomed at the 
city hall by a crowd of 3.000 people, and 
made an address, the substance of which is 
as follows ; 
Speaker Reed's address was devoted to a 
review of the work of the present House 
of Representatives. 
H e 
spoke of the 
tbieats of the m inority before the assem­ 
bling of Coneress, and the declarations 
that they were to rule in utter disregard of 
the will of the people, and of all the fili­ 
bustering tactics they were prepared to 
employ. 
“The House of Representatives,’' he said, 
“is not a body quick to do business under 
any set of rules. Its large numbers and the 
diverse interests they represent will always 
make it slow and cumbersome; but a sys­ 
tem which enabled one member to bold 
the whole House at bay until the going 
down of the sun, and then hold it until 
physical exhaustion set it free, and one- 
fifth to hold it forever, was evidently a sys­ 
tem which rendered elections useless and 
called a halt to civilization itself. 
“If there bs anything in popular gov­ 
ernment, it means when the people have 
elected one party to take control of the 
House or Senate, that party shall have 
both power and responsibility. It was 
with far other ideas ot public duty that 
the minority set against us at the open­ 
ing of the session. Xot only were no 
measures to pass which did not have their 
approval, but no rules, even of proceed- 
ures, were to be permitted, except those 
which seemed suitable to the beaten party; 
so we began without rules. 
"After two m onths the opposition found 
that under the parliamentary law which had 
been built up by the American people in 
consonance with their institutions, public 
business was going on every day without 
their consent, and they began to clamor 
for everything, and the very rules they 
bad denounced. 
“I need not describe to you the scenes of 
disorder preliminary to the establishment 
of the sound business principles of the 
House. It is enough to sey that good 
work was done, and the House has taken a 
large stride towards business and the per­ 
formance of its duty. 
“Many times in these last eight months 
I have been subject to much indiscrimiuste 
praise and much indiscriminate blame. 
One is just as much deserved as the other. 
The great events do not turn on the man. 
The House of Representatives was ready 
and ripe for the change, and the people 
stood ready to approve. W hat all the 
world wanted was to do. 
"I am not greatly proud to be Speaker, 
but I am proud with all my heart to be of 
that magnificent majority of the House of 
Representatives of me Fifty-first Congress, 
which for nine long m onths has never for 
one moment faltered in its duty. 
We have 
achieved all that the Republican party 
promised, and more. We promised the 
people that the tariff should have a fair 
and exhaustive treatm ent; that the princi­ 
ples of protection should have full recogni­ 
tion, and we have kept the promise. 
“By the administrative bill, a wise and 
discriminate effort ba3 been made to se­ 
cure to our manufacturers and merchants 
the complete benefit of the rates of duty 
imposed by law without delay and without 
waiting to strengthen their own tariff bill 
by the support of the worsted men. Major 
McKinley and Governor Dingley pushed 
through the measure of justice which has 
rescued so many of our woolen mills from 
disaster and rnin. 
But these bills, useful 
as they are, were but the forerunners of 
the tariff bill. The McKinley bill was not 
made in a closet. It was not the product 
of one man, who tried to know everything. 
If any tariff bill was ever the result of the 
belief of the whole people of the United 
States the McKinley bill was that bill. 
“ A nother *■ great .[achievem ent 
of the 
H ouse is the silver bill. 
T he R epublicans 
bad prom ised th at all the silver dollars 
should be furnished w hich could be kept 
equal with gold, and such a hill w hich ful­ 
fills th at prom ise to the utterm ost now 
adorns our statute books as a tribute to the 
wise conservatism of the Republican m a­ 
jority of the H ouse. 
A lready silver seems 
to te clim bing to par w ith safety to all in ­ 
terests of the country. 
“ T here was another prom ise to be kept, 
m ade long ago and often renew ed. 
F or 
years the Republican party has declared 
m ost righteously th at there could not be in 
a republic a duty m ore sacred than the 
duty of upholding the right of every citi­ 
zen to participate in the governm ent of the 
H ouse. 
T rue to its duty, it has passed a 
bill wliich, w hen it becomes a law, will 
give to the people of the U nited States the 
suffrages of’m illions. 
It will enable votes 
to be cast, and be counted as cast.” 
Mr. Reed continued: 
"E very inch of 
our progress has been contested by opposi­ 
tion. 
T he highw ay robbery of tim e has 
been abolished; petty larceny 
has not. 
O nly the strong, vigorous public sentim ent 
prevailing a m o rg all the constituencies will 
ever do that. 
W e spent two m onths and 
a half in arguing, organization and the 
prelim inary struggles to settle the right of 
the m ajority to control and in determ ining

T he trotter A lfred 8., in a m atch race 
w ith Maggie B„ m ade a m ile to wagon in 
2:16i, com ing w ithin half a second of 
H opeful’s wagon record of 2:161. 
T he racing com m enced w ith a m atch 
race, best tw o in three, betw een A lfred S. 
and Maggie B., the iorm er being to wagon 
and the latter to harness. 
T he first heat 
was won by A lfred S. in 2:21. 
Maggie B. 
broke badly near the first q uarter post in 
the second heat, and A lfred S. won the 
heat in 2:102 and the race. 
Then Suuol’s trial race against tim e was 
called. 
A fter scoring once th e w ord was 
given, and the fast m are began her race. 
She m ade the q uarter in 302 seconds, and 
m aintained her speed u n til near the half­ 
m ile post, w hen she left her feet. 
She set­ 
tled down again when she reached the half­ 
m ile post, and trotted th e last h alf m ile 
w ithout a skip. 
She was joined by a ru n ­ 
ning horse at th e half m ile, w hich seemed 
to help her along. She m ade the h alf m ile 
in 1:042. the three quarters in 1:3SJ and the 
m ile in 2:112. 
W ithin a few yards of the 
wire M arvin used his w hip lightly on 
Sunol’s shoulders, and urged her to go 
along, and she evidently did h er best. 
A fter alighting from the sulky M arvin ap­ 
proached the judges' stand an d said he 
would not give the m are another trial.

ing 5 600 carloads as the am ount of decidu­ 
ous fruit supplied to m arkets outside of the 
State. 
T he shipm ents of oranges last season 
am ounted to 2,600 carloads. 
Mr. S m urr 
estim ates the crop now form ing at about 
4,000 carloads, and the total fruit product 
ot the State for the fruit season of 1890-91 
at 
10,000 
carloads, 
a 
total increase 
of 2.500 carloads over last season. 
T he freight shipm ents from San Jose are 
especially large at present, and the figures 
illustrate the im portance of th at city as a

center.

pounds, 
3.400,000 
consisted or fruit in som e form, nearly all 
of which went East by way of Sacram ento.

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THE DRAINAGE CANAL. 
We do not yield the ]>osition taken by 
the R e co rd -U n io n that the drainage 
canal has not had that necessary survey to 
determine its fall, to justify great expendi­ 
ture upon the work of deepening it. Rut 
we must accept the joint action of the au­ 
thorities, had yesterday, and that they 
know what they are about. This actiou 
was a resolve to go to work to broaden and 
deepen the canal and open it to Snodgrass 
slough. We trust that the surveys will 
prove the work to lie feasible, and that the 
forty feet of width and the additional 
depth will give us sufficient discharge of 
drainage. Premising that this will be the 
result, now that the expenses is to be in­ 
curred and artificial lifting of our sewage 
uot attempted, the oue thing to insist upon 
is the broadening and deepening of the 
canal quickly. 
It has been said that it will take two 
years to do the cutting, a good portion of 
which time is to be expended in building 
a dredger. Iiut is it necessary to build a 
dredger? Cannot dredging machines be 
procured to far better advantage than by 
building? We think so. Time is a great 
essential in this matter, and two years 
ought not to be consumed in digging a shal­ 
low canal forty feet wide, eighteen miles 
long, part of which is lake channel and 
nearly all of which is now cut one-third 
the width and more than half the depth 
to he attained. 
One of the Supervisors thinks the work 
will not consume more than a year. It! 
should not take a year. If a private cor ­ 
poration had the work to do in its own in~j 
terest, it would make the cut the wholes 
distance in less than six months. It will ? 
' cost more to put men and machines- 
enough upon the canal to do the work in| 
six months, than to employ fewer agen-4 
cies and dribble The thing along fur a yeail 
or two. In fact, the need of this city for 
improved drainage is so very great and im­ 
mediate that it would justify the putting 
on of a force sufficient to cut it out in four 
months. 
A good dredger can be put in place in­ 
side of ten days, if the authorities rev 
solve to do it, and as the machine wilJ 
have before it no very serious work, thtj 
connection with Snodgrass slough can be 
made before January 1st, thus opening uj 
the canal to tide water and giving us somi 
benefit of it during the coming winter4 
The further broadening and deepening of 
it can then progress more slowly, without 
serious objection. 
We trust that the parlies to move in the 
matter will do so at once. Lowest tide­ 
mark at the bead of Snodgrass slough is 
known, and that must be the starting 
survey, on the basis of former notes, 
and the work might begin simultaneously, 
and, as we have said, the uncut section be 
completed this season. Certainly it would 
be done if it stood in the way of railroad 
construction, or the reclamation of private 
lands well capitalized.

Let 
the Democracy take advice and begin to 
show some good reason, if it can, why the 
State government should be entrusted to 
its care. 
T h e San Francisco Call expresses its 
surprise that certain Democratic papers 
should denounce Buckley and still support 
Buckley’s candidates.

“I am in full sympathy with the R ec­ 
ord-U n io n in its deprecation of the re­ 
markable action of Trustees McLaughlin 
and Wolf in the electric road matter,” said 
James I. Felter, the well-known wholesale 
merchant, yesterday to a reporter. “Sacra­ 
mento has been, indeed, unfortunate in the 
selection of men to manage its mnnicipal 
affairs. The tame sentiment that prevails 
now—that is, with Wolf and McLaughlin 
—has bobbed up with painful frequency in 
the history of this city. 
“Now, a number of years ago the firm of 
Baker A Hamilton wanted to establish an 
immense manufactory of agricultural im­ 
plements here in Sacramento, and made a 
very reasonable request that the city relieve 
it from taxation for a stated time, or rather 
until the institution got on its feet. But 
why was not this immense establishment 
located here? Simply because a majority 
of the Board of Trustees, blind and careless 
of theinterestsofthecitv,refused toconcede 
this reasonable request. What wa9 the re­ 
sult? Why, Baker & Hamilton simply 
packed up and left town and located their 
establishment at Benicia, whose people had 
sense enough to appreciate the good they 
would derive. The location of those works 
there made a new place out of Benicia. 
Over one thousand men were given steady 
employment, and millions of dollars have 
reverted to the benefit of Benicia. 
THE NAIL WORKS. 
“But that was only one instance.” con­ 
tinued Mr. Felton, warming up to his sub­ 
ject, “where Sacramento suffered through 
the stupidity, or possibly knavery, ol its 
officials. At another time a San Francisco 
syndicate desired to establish a large nail 
manufactory here, and, like Baker A Ham­ 
ilton, asked reasonable concessions in the 
way of temporary relief from taxation, from 
the city. But they rtceived the same treat­ 
ment as did their predecessors. The result 
was the syndicate establi-hed its immense 
works at Berkeley, aud that city is reaping 
the benefits that were intended for Sacra­ 
mento. Everybody in traveling between 
here and San Francisco has passed by the 
nail works, and a good idea exists as to 
what those benefits are. Hundreds of men 
are given steady employment and hun­ 
dreds ol thousands of dollars are expended 
in BerKeley.” 
Mr. Felter then spoke of a more recent 
matter which, he said, gave a good idea of 
the reputation Sacramento has, to her 
shame acquired. A proposition, he said, 
was made several weeks ago to a number 
of Sacramento capitalists, including him­ 
self, to take hold of a valuable tract of 
land in Carbondale, Amador county, which 
contains an immense bed of good quality 
coal, abo fine white sand, suitable for glass 
manufacture, and an inexhaustible supply 
of magnificent clay—just the material lor 
the manufacture of sewer-pipe, terra cotta 
work and pressed brick. Over a thousand 
acres were contained in the tract, and it 
was one of the most valuable plants in the 
State. 
STILL ANOTHER LOSS. 
“It was proposed,” said Mr. Felter, “to 
locate extensive sewer-pipe and brick 
works, with a coal repository connected, 
rigbt here in Sacramento city. In a short 
while a big glass manufactory would have 
been added to the plant. But they held 
several conferences, and although realizing 
that it would be a grand thing for the city, 
finally came to the conclusion that they 
would not put themselves into a position 
to be snubbed like the nail works and 
Baker & Hamilton. They knew what 
treatment they were likely to receive 
at the hands of the Trustees should they 
ask any favors. What was the result? 
Why a San Francisco syndicate took hold 
of the matter, formed a stock company and 
incorporated with a capital stock of $1,­ 
000,000. A couple of Sacramentaos only 
are among the stockholders, including my­ 
self, when the entire concern should have 
been made up of SacramentanB. Instead 
of Having its immense establishment here, 
where employment would have been given 
to hundreds of men, the works will now 
be established at Carbondale, with the 
main office at San Francisco. 
“Now this electric road proposition,” 
concluded Mr. Felter, “is only goiDg 
throngh the same trouble that all other 
desirable investments have experienced. 
Had Mr. Henry known as much a couple 
of month ego, as he knows now, he would 
have sought some place other than Sacra­ 
mento to invest his $150,000. It's a shame 
and a disgrace, that’s what it is! Instead 
of invitiDg foreign capital here, it is driven 
off. Look at Tacoma, Seattle, Los Angeles 
and San Jose. They all have electric roads 
and other moneyed establishments in their 
midst. None of these cities should be 
ahead of Sacramento, yet to our shame we 
most admit that they are.”

AMICABLY SETTLED. 
An Entirely New Fay System for the 
Southern Pacific. 
[San Francisco Alta, September 4th.] 
The much discussed trouble between the 
Southern Pacific Company and the train­ 
men employed on its various lines, growiog 
out of dissatisfaction on the part of the lat­ 
ter with the existing pay and miieage sys­ 
tem, is now Dearing a satisfactory settle­ 
ment. The men have been given a full 
hearing by the railroad officials, and their 
demands, the exact nature of which, by the 
way, is as yet known only to tbe parties 
directly concerned, will be granted almost 
in their entirety. The men on the North­ 
ern and Western Divisions, where no extra 
mileage can be obtained, will receive an 
average advance in monthly wages of about 
$10, aud a great number of other changes 
of a more or lc33 technical nature will be 
made in the pay system of the company. 
Chairman Bodman, of the Trainmen's 
Grievance Committee, left for his home in 
Los Angeles yesterday after attending a 
conference held between Grand Master 
Wilkinson, of the Brotherhood of Train­ 
men, and Superintendent Filimcre, of the 
railroad company. 
Tbe conference took place yesterday 
morning and the following manner of set­ 
tlement was agreed upon: The Superin­ 
tendents of the various divisions will meet 
with representatives of all their employes 
at their respective headquarters on the 12’h 
inst. At these meetings the new pay sys­ 
tem, outlined by the company, will he dis­ 
cussed. At each of these meetings dele­ 
gates will be appointed front members of 
the Brotherhood of Railroad Conductors, 
the Order of Railway Conductors aud 
Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen to form 
a joint committee, which will meet in con­ 
ference with the officials at Fourth and 
Townsend streets on the 15th, when the 
new pay system will be formally ratified. 
In the meantime, Grand Master Wilkinson 
will make a tour of the different divisions 
and unify as much as possible the senti­ 
ments of the men. The new system is ex­ 
pected to go into effect on or about October 
1st. Superintendent Fillmore stated yester­ 
day that the officials and employes were 
almost united in sentiment regarding the 
changes in the pay system, and the best of 
feeling had all along been maintained.

THE BOAED OF TRADE AND CITIZENS 
IN COUNCIL. 


A Unanimous Expression in Favor of the 
Electric System—Petition to 
the Trustees. 


The Hoard of Trade met again last even­ 
ing at its rooms, corner of Second and J 
streets, for the purpose of hearing the re­ 
port of its committee appointed last Tues­ 
day to confer with the City Trustees with 
the hope of persuading them to permit the 
proposed new electric 
street-railway to 
•operate in this city. The general public 
had been invited and there was a large 
representation of business men, citizens 
and property-owners. 
P. E. Platt, President of the Board, 
called the meeting to order and stated its 
object. He said the Board of Trade aimed 
to be alive to the wishes of the people in 
all matters and therefore had taken up this 
electric road matter. 
‘ Personally,” he 
said, “I have investigated this 
m atter 
pretty thoroughly and have talked with 
a great many people, and I have yet to 
find a single, solitary soul who is opposed 
to the project. The newspapers have not, 
so I have lound, exaggerated the feelings 
of the public in the matter. On the con­ 
trary, they have reflected faithfully what 
may be heard on every corner in the city.” 
Mr. Platt then called upon Thomas L. 
Enwright, Chairman of the aommittee ap­ 
pointed to interview the Trustees, for his 
report. 
TH E COMMITTEE'S BECEPTION. 
Mr. Enwright said the committee had 
called upon the Trustees as instructed. 
They first called on the Mayor and asked 
to Eee the ordinance untler which the road 
was to operate. They found it verv good. 
They also asked to see the “ McLaughlin 
am endm ent,” which Mr. H enry, the pro­ 
jector of the road, objected to. The am end­ 
ment, as is well known, gives the Trustees 
full power to order down the poles and 
wires whenever they take a notion to. The 
Mayor, said Mr. Enwright, stated that he 
could not give any explanation for the 
amendment, as it was McLaughlin's affair. 
The committee then called on McLaughlin 
and that individual calmly told the com­ 
mittee that if they wanted to know how he 
was going to vote, they could find out by 
waitiDg until the next meeting of the 
Trustees, at which time he would vote. 
Wolf, upon being called on, told the com­ 
mittee that he considered McLaughlin’s 
am endm ent "very foolish.” and yet he 
offered no explanation as to how he stood 
himself, except that he had Eeen the elec­ 
tric road at San Jose and was not particu­ 
larly “stuck on it.” 
D. A. Lindley, who was also one of the 
committee, corroborated Mr. Enwright's 
report. 
H e added, however, that Mc­ 
Laughlin 
had cited 
several instances 
wherein the city had been abused by new 
corporations, and cited the trouble with the 
last electric light franchise granted. 


TH E M’LAUGHLIN AM ESDM EST. 
President Platt made a few remarks ex­ 
planatory of the McLaughlin amendment, 
and characterized it as the most ridiculous 
contract ever proposed. Mr. Platt said he 
was satisfied that McLaughlin was irrevoc­ 
ably opposed to the franchise, but as re­ 
gards Wolf, he thought it possible that 
that individual would yield to the public 
demand and vote for granting the fran­ 
chise. 
Mr. Lindley said he remembered that 
Mr. W olf said that if the whole city was in 
favor of having an “overhead system” he 
m ight strain a point and vote for the 
measure. 
Several other gentlemen spoke on the 
subject, all being of one m ind—that the 
position of the two Trustees was thorough­ 
ly wrong. 
L. P. Gilman then moved that it be de­ 
clarer.' .ue sense of the meeting that the 
franchise should be granted with the ob­ 
jectionable clause stricken out. 
A member of the committee reminded 
the Board that there were three proposi­ 
tions before the Trustees, and the Board 
should be careful to specify which of them 
it wanted adopted. There was the original 
am endm ent to Section 8 of the franchise, 
simply perm itting the maintenance of poles 
and wires, but containing no restrictions. 
Then the Board of Trade committee waited 
on the Trustees and suggested certain re­ 
strictions that onghtto be put in theam end- 
inent for the protection of the city's inter­ 
ests. 
Mr. Henry stated that he was willing 
to have any reasonable restrictions put in, 
and 
called 
upon the Board to point 
out 
anything 
they 
desired included. 
During 
a 
recess 
of 
the 
Board 
on 
that day a 
second 
amendm ent 
was prepared which embodied all of the 
restrictions suggested by the Trustees and 
Board of Trade committee, and tbis amend­ 
m ent took the place of the other. After it 
was read Trustee McLaughlin claimed 
that it was a new ordinance, and must 
therefore lay over, under the rales, for one 
week, and it was so ordered. At the next 
meeting of the Board Mr. McLaughlin pre­ 
sented still another amendment, embody­ 
ing all there were in the others, and also 
the forfeiture clause. The sneaker thought 
the second amendm ent contained all there 
was good iu the McLaughlin amendment, 
without the objectionable itam res of the 
latter. 
Mr. Platt stated that he thought that the 
McLaughlin amendm ent, with the objec­ 
tionable clause stricken out, would be more 
satisfactory to the Trustees. 


CARRIED UNANIMOUSLY. 
A vote was then taken on Mr. Gilman's 
motion and it was carried unanimously. 
President Platt said as there were a num ­ 
ber of citizens present some expressions of 
opinion would be in order. 
Senator F. R Dray was the first to re­ 
spond. 
He said that some tim e ago he was 
opposed to the overhead system. H e had 
obtained his ideas from a slip-shod system 
which was in operation in San Diego. Since 
then, however, he bad been satisfied that 
the system proposed to be introduced in 
Sacramento, and which had proved so suc­ 
cessful in San Jose, would be a most de­ 
sirable acquisition to the city. 
A. 8. H opkins said that the idea is that 
we ought to be up with the age. and he was 
decidedly in favor of giving the electric 
road a trial at least. 
L. L. Lewis and several others spoke 
briefly, all in the same strain. 


T H E TRUST EES PETITIONED. 
The following petition was then drawn 
up and signed by all present: 
At a meeting of the member» of the Board of 
Trade and ciurens generally, to the full capa­ 
city of the rooms of the Board, it was 
Beeotrtd, That it is the sense of this meeting 
that the amendment to Ordinance No. 249, as 
proposed bv Trastee McLaughlin, should be 
adopted, with the exception of the clause con­ 
cerning the removal of poles and wires and for­ 
feiture of the grant on ninety days’ notice, 
which proviso should be eliminated therefrom, 
and we respectfully request the Trustees to pass 
the same with said exception. 
It was then decided that headings of this 
petition be left at H. S. Crocker & Co.'s, J 
street, between Second and Third; Tnfts’ 
drug store. Tenth and J streets; Weber & 
Co.'s, L street, between Twelfth and T hir­ 
teenth, and at H am m er's 
drug 
store, 
Fourth and K streets, for the signatures of 
citizens generally who were not able to at­ 
tend the meeting. It is hoped that they 
will avail themselves of the opportunity of 
expressing themselves, and that each list 
will be largely signed. 
The former committee appointed to wait 
on the Trustees were instructed to present 
the petition at the next meeting of the 
Board, after which the meeting adjourned.

Temple, in this city, for the purpose of con­ 
ferring the degree upon twenty applicants 
and to assist in the institntiou of Capital 
City Lodge No. 160, Degree of Rebekab, of 
the I. O. O. F. 
A very large and enthusiastic num ber of 
the members of the order assembled, snd 
witnessed the unusual spectacle of more 
than eighty charter members formed into 
an active working lodge. The instituting 
officers were; John Glasson, of Grass Valley, 
Grand Master; Frank C. Nichols, D. D. G.

PROPERTY-OWNERS PROTEST. 


PORTIONS OF N STREET NOT PROPERLY 
GRAVELED AND FINISHED.

The grading and graveling of N street 
has been going on smoothly for several 
weeks, and much of the work is all ready 
for acceptance at the hands of the Trustees. 
There is one block, however—between 
Fourth and Fifth streets—that the contract­ 
ors are likely to have some trouble in col­ 
lecting the money for. Residents on that 
block declare that the work has not been 
properly done, and they will protest against 
the paying for it until it is done over again. 
Everett Pierce, a land-owner of that 
block, is at the head of the protestants. He 
stated yesterday that the work had not 
been done according to the plans and spe­ 
cifications on file in the City Surveyor’s 
office. H e said the property-owners were 
anxioas to have a good street, and were 
willine to pay for it, but they did 
object to paying for a slip-shod job, 
which only made the street worse than 
it was before the work was commenced. 
He thought that the required am ount of 
gravel had been placed upon the street, 
and did not object to the quality, but the 
street had not been pronerly graded noi 
finished up. and was at present inja bad con - 
dition. 
The property owners, he 9aid, were look­ 
ing forward to next winter, and were anx­ 
ious to have a street upon which it will be 
possible to pull a vehicle during the wet 
months. 
Last winter was a lesson for 
them. 
A formal protest has been drawn up and 
will be presented to the Board of Trustees 
at its next meeting. It is as follows: 


S a c r a m e n t o , September —, 1890. 
To the Honorable, the Board of Trustee» of Sacra­ 
mento City—G e n tle m e n : We, the undersigned 
owners of property abutting on N street, be­ 
tween Fourth and Fifth, in Sacramento eitv, 
hereby represent to your honorable body that 
N street has not been graded, graveled and 
finished according to the plans and specifica­ 
tions on file in the office of the City Surveyor. 
We do hereby protest against your Honorable 
Board receiving said work, and we refuse to pay 
the proportions of money assessed to us for said 
work until the above mentioned specifications 
have been fully complied with. 
Mr. Pierce says the petition will be 
signed by every property-owner on the 
block, and a lively time is looked for at 
the City H all when the m atter comes up 
for hearing. 
It is also said that protests will be heard 
from 
other 
portions 
of 
N 
street, 
where it is claimed the grading and grav­ 
eling has not been done according to con­ 
tract. On one block in particular it is 
claimed that 
little or no grading was 
done, and that the gravel furnished is of an 
inferior quality; also that the grade of the 
street has not been maintained. 
At all events the matter will be thor­ 
oughly ventilated before 
the Trustees, 
when both the contractors and property- 
owners will be on hand with their attor­ 
neys. 


THE DRAINAGE CANAL. 


Supervisors, T ru stees and Land-O w ners

Trustees have at last arrived at an agree­ 
m ent in regard to raising the necessary 
funds to dredge and widen the drainage 
canal leading from Sacramento city to 
Snodgrass slough. A conference of the 
two Boards was held yesterday morniDg, 
and Colonel McNasser was again present to 
urge the claims of Iheranchers whose lands 
had been injnred on account on the neg­ 
lect of the authorities to properly take care 
of the canal. 
Considerable discussion was indulged in 
by the members of the two Boards, and an 
understanding was finally arrived at. It 
was estimated that the cost, or at least the 
first ontlav of money, would am onnt to 
about $'50,000. The agreement effected was 
that the land-owuersalong the canal would 
pay $5.000, the Supervisors two-thirds of 
the balance of $25,000, and the city the re­ 
mainder, or a little over $8,000—half as 
much as the Supervisors would contribute. 
The work will be started as soon as practi­ 
cable, and the first matter will be the 
building of a dredger.

The meeting held last night by the 
Board of City Trustees was a roaring farce, 
and m atters could not have been "m ud­ 
dled” worse. The session lasted an hour 
and a half, and the work done ought to 
have been concluded in five minutes. 
Mayor Comstock called the Board to 
order, and amid gestures and an “You all 
know what it is about" expression on his 
countenance, gazed about the room at the 
spectators who had dropped in and hung 
on the railing to see “the show.” Digging 
down into the recesses of his pocket he 
brought ont a small writing tablet and pro­ 
ceeded to read as follows: 
“It is my purpose to consider carefully 
every measure brought up, and I feel it my 
duty to consult citizens and learn their 
different views. It is necessary for the 
protection of tbe city to have some special 
officers. If under the control of the Chief 
and Police Commissioners I believe they 
will work with the regular officers and be 
of better service. The selection as made 
by the Police Commissioners several days 
ago can hardly be improved upon under 
the circumstances. 
“I recommend that the Board of Police 
Commissioners be authorized to appoint 
thirteen special officers to serve two weeks, 
and be paid at the same rate as the regular 
officers. Iu the matter of special Consta­ 
bles, I declare it out of order, as it is not 
under the city’s jurisdiction. If it should 
be in the jurisdiction of the Board to ob­ 
tain the appointment of Deputy Constables, 
I should oppose it for the reason that these 
officers would have to be paid ont of the 
county treasury. It would be unlawful to 
take the farmers’ money to pay officers 
serving the city.” 
Trustee McLaughlin took off his specs 
and addressing the Mayor, said: 
“ W hat do you declare out of order?” 
"That resolution ot yours,” replied the 
Mayor. “ We haven’t anything to do with 
Constables. They are county officers, and 
policemen and they train under two differ­ 
ent heads.” 
Mr. McLanghlin then tnrued to the City 
Attorney and asked: “ Has the city any 
power to appoint Constables?” 
Mr. H art emphatically declared no. The 
city might, however, do all the appointing 
of specials it pleased, but their compensa­ 
tion could not lawfully be taken from the 
funds in the City Treasury. 
Mayor Comstock—I think the Police 
Commissioners should attend to police af­ 
fairs. I don’t want to have anything to do 
with appointing Constables. 
McLaughlin—You said you were for my 
resolution on Monday. W hat do you want 
to change for now? W e’ve passed the 
resolution already. 
The latter statem ent by the Street Com­ 
missioner surprised the Máyor, and he de­ 
clared it was not so. The resolution had 
not been passed. 
Wolf—Yes, it has. Yon said it was a 
good thing last Monday, but you wanted to 
make a few changes in the names. The 
thing passed unanimously. 
Tbe Mayor still persisted that his col­ 
leagues were wrong. They pulled these 
little schemes upon him at the eleventh 
hour, and may be while excited he had 
misrepresented himself at the previous 
meeting. 
• 
Grove L. Johnson happened in the room 
and Mr. McLaughlin asked of him an an­ 
swer to the question, “ Has this Board 
power to appoint officers?” ' 
Mr. Johnson held that undoubtedly they 
had. They had a right to request the 
Sheriff, Constables or Police Commission­ 
ers to appoint assistants and they had the 
power to pay any man who did work for 
them in any capacity. There was no ques­ 
tion about it. 
Mr. Johnson requested it understood 
that he was not present to make an ad­ 
dress, but he had heard that there was 
to be a little fun and he wanted to see it. 
City Attorney H art begged to differ with 
Mr. Johnson in his views. 
The law 
plainly said that special officers Bhould re­ 
ceive no compensation from the city. 
Mr. Johnson said that it was proper and 
just and legal for the city to pay men who 
were employed to protect its interests. 
If 
gambling was a detriment, and the city 
saw fit to suppress it, the Trustees certainly 
had the power to hire men and pay them 
for their work in crashing out the evil. 
Continuing, the speaker said : 
“Gam­ 
bling can bs suppressed in this city, and 
this man who sits down beside me (point­ 
ing to Chief of Police Drew) can stop it 
by simply raising his hand. 
The gam­ 
blers have control of the town, as every­ 
body knows, and they will continue to 
rule as long as the police remain inactive.” 
City Attorney H art came to the rescue of 
Chief Drew and said he believed that offi­ 
cial was disposed to stop gambling, and he, 
himself, would certainly see that every 
case brought into Court was properly prose­ 
cuted. In regard to the point in argument, 
it was his opinion that the Board were do­ 
ing wrong in trying to directly assume 
control ot the Police Department and ap­ 
point officers. They could not intrench 
upon the jurisdiction of the Board of Po­ 
lice Commissioners and ought not to inter­ 
fere in matters which belonged to that de­ 
partm ent. The resolution introduced by 
Mr. McLanghlin certainly cast discredit on 
the municipal officers, and even Justice 
Baker had told him that he did not like 
the tone of it. 
The Mayor—I move that the Police Com­ 
missioners have power to appoint thirteen 
officers. That other resolution I declare out 
of order. 
Trustee McLaughlin looked at the Mayor 
for a moment and tben asked, with great 
deliberation, “Are you afraid that tbe ap' 
pointing of these Constables will stop the 
gamblers?” 
The Mayor swallowed his breath, and 
when be could make answer he was all in 
a flurry. “ I am opposed to gambling," 
said he, “and I never gambled as much as 
a peanut in my life. I don’t like tbe looks 
of those big wheels and roulette tables. It 
makes poverty, and the money thus spent 
goes to the saloons. We merchants and 
furniture men don’t get anything. The 
people all know how I stand, and I’m not 
atraid to have a vote taken right here to 
see which of us is the most opposed to 
gambling. Let the spectators here vote 
and raise tip their hands and we’ll soon 
find out. You should not interfere, Mr. 
McLaughlin, in police matters.” 
After delivering him self of this response, 
which was so unexpectedly provoked by 
Mr. McLaughlin, the Mayor made a motion 
to reconsider the whole vote of the Board, 
if it did pass the resolution. 
There was no second to the motion. 
Trustee McLaughlin moved to amend 
the resol ntion so that parties arrested conld 
be prosecuted in any City Justice’s Court, 
and not alone Baker’s. 
The motion was carried by the votes of 
McLanghlin and Wolf, the Mayor voting 
no. 
“ How many special policemen do you 
w ant?" a9ked Mayor Comatock of Chief 
Drew. 
The latter replied that be would like to 
have fifteen; but he wanted none at all if he 
was not certain that they were going to be 
paid. 
The Mayor then moved that the Trustees 
authorize the Police Commissioners to ap­ 
point fifteen men for special duty during 
the fair. 
, . 
Mr. W olf moved to amend the original 
motion by making the number ten. 
The amendment was then carried by the 
votes of tbe “solid two.” The Mayor after­ 
ward chanced his vote to aye. 
Trustee McLaughlin then made a couple 
of chaDges in his resolution, so that the 
names of the five Deputy Constables stood : 
W, W. Ellis, Hugh McCormick, Ed Kripp, 
W illiam W hitmore and Charles McCarthy. 
He asked that the Mayor take cognizance 
of tbe change, but the latter said he had 
nothing to say in the matter, and after­ 
wards picked up his hat and left the room. 
The other Trusties waited for somebody 
to adjourn the meeting, but there was no­ 
body to put the question, and concluding 
it was not necessary, they left the office 
with a grin.

LEFT IN THE COLD. 


DETECTIVE CONE AND THE LAW AND 
ORDER LEAGUE.

“ Dismissed on motion of the District At­ 
torney.” 
That is w hat has been inscribed on the 
Superior and Justice Court records in at 
least half a dozen criminal cases within the 
past week or so, and that is what is causing 
District Attorney Brnner a great deal of 
mental agitation. 
The trouble is on account of tbe dispo­ 
sition of prosecuting witnesses to shirk 
cases after they have left the Police Court 
and are ready for jury trials. Witnesses will 
go on the stand in the Police Court and 
give testimony strong enough to send the 
culprit to State Prison for a long term of 
years, but after the case has gone to the 
Superior Court, and goes through the usual 
continuances, the ardor of the witnesses 
cools off, and they either refuse to testify or 
seclude themselves and avoid being sub- 
peoaed. 
" I ’m getting thoronghly tired of it and 
don’t propose to stand it any longpr,” said 
District Attorney Bruner to a K ecord- 
Union reporter yesterday. “It places me 
in a bad light before the people, when, as 
a m atter of fact, I am absolutely powerless. 
These witnesses refuse to testify, and the 
result is I have to go into Court and move 
a dismissal. It comes out in the papers: 
Dismissed on motion of the District At­ 
torney,1 and people wonder what is the ( 
matter—particularly when three or four of 
them occur a week. Hereafter I shall push 
thesa cases to trial, whether there is any 
chance for a conviction or not, and let a 
jury take the responsibility.” 
Naturally, then, when W. W. Cone, the 
private detective who “ worked up” the 
cases against the gamblers—Ross, Patrick 
and Sbunk—dropped into the District A t­ 
torney’s office, and said he was not over­ 
anxious to prosecute the cases further, 
there was an explosion. 
Assistant District Attorney A. J. Bruner 
promptly told the detective that the cases 
would be tried, and there would be no dis­ 
missals, no m atter what changes might 
have come over the witnesses. 
Mr. Cone explained, however, that he 
would not shirk the cases if the District 
Attorney’s office decided to proceed, and 
would be on hand as a witness. He stated, 
however, that his feelings in the matter 
were against prosecuting, and he had good 
reasons for such feelings. 
Mr. Cone was seen by a R ecord-Union 
reporter later on, and to him he unbosomed 
himself. “As I told Mr. Bruner," be said, 
I will go ahead with the cases, although 
much against my wishes. 
I want it thor­ 
oughly understood, however, that I have 
not been bought off by the gamblers, 
or anybody else. The 
trouble comes 
from 
a 
different 
source. 
You see 
I 
was 
employed 
by 
members 
of 
the Law and Order League and others 
several m onths ago, to obtain testimony 
that would convict the gamblers. I was 
given to understand that a general crnsade 
was to be instituted agaii)9t all gamblers, 
and was told tbai I would bave a steady 
salary of $300 a month until every gamb­ 
ling house in Sacramento was closed down. 
I worked faithfully and did my work well. 
We stopped Ross’ game and arrested the 
gamblers. The cases came up in the Police 
Court, and on the evidence 1 had procured 
Ross, Patrick and Shunk were held to answer 
before tbe Superior Court. 
I was ready 
then to continue the crusade, and would 
have done so, had I not suddenly learned 
that the law and order people’s ardor had 
cooled off, and no more money was forth­ 
coming. 
When I would appeal to a mem­ 
ber he would refer me to somebody else, 
and that somebody would send me to still 
another party. 
Nobody knew anything 
about it, and I was left out iu the cold. Do 
you blame me, now, for not caring to take 
any further interest in the cases? 
I can’t 
work on wind, yon know. The trials are 
to come up in the Superior Court this week, 
and 
if 
summoned 
I 
will 
testify—I 
will 
do 
that 
much, simply as my 
duty as a citizen. 
But 
they won’t 
catch me again, I can assure you. The 
same parties are interested in this move­ 
ment before the Trustees for extra Consta­ 
bles. They came to nte first, and asked 
me what I wonld undertake the job for. 
But a burned child is always afraid of the 
fire, and that was the way with me. 
I had 
been there before, and declined their new 
offer. I will push these gamb’.ing.cases 
through, even at my own expense, but that 
let's me out with the Law and Order folks 
They didn’t treat me rieht." 
The cases of Ross, Patrick and Sbunk 
come up for trial in the Superior Court to­ 
day. 


E ighty T ears W ould H ave B een B etter, 
Andy W alker, the worthless individual 
who beat his wife, was sentenced to eighty 
days’ imprisonment in the County Jail 
yesterday by Judge Buckley.
